DREASIRER Si REPORT. 


The growing interest manifested by the tax-payers of North- 
field in the financial affairs of the town is a cause of congrat- 
ulation. ; 

Taking it for granted that everything is right in the manage- 
ment of town business favors laxity and carelessness, while 
watching and investigation tend to saving and economy. 

Indifference, if it does not encourage extravagance, fails to 
prevent it. 

The thorough and intelligent examination of the town books 
by the committee in 1874, and the discoveries then made, have 
produced, among other valuable results, a disposition on the 
part of many citizens’to see for themselves where the money 
goes. | | 
Vigilance here is truly the price of economy, and animated 
by this spirit we doubt if any claim of questionable character 
is ever passed unchallenged by those who have the burdens. 

The gradual wearing away of our town debt from $37,000 
in 1865 to less than $20,000 in 1878, with an amount of inter- 
est in addition equal to our total liabilities at the present date, 
the purchase and payment of an excellent town house, speak 
well for the pluck and integrity of our citizens and give un- 
doubted assurance that the balance will be met at maturity. 

Our interest account in 1865 amounted to $2,200; in 1878, 
about $1,200. 

This formidable item being so materially reduced, our debt 
nearly all funded, pauper settlements being adjusted with much 
less expense, all tend to reduce the official expenses of the town 
and suggest the propriety of reduction in taxation. 


The next best thing to a town out of debt ts when the obli- 
gations to pay are being diminished, while a lower rate of tax- 
ation can at the same time be prudently imposed. 

There can be no reasonable doubt but what we have reached 
the turning point, and that henceforth, if we are true to our- 
selves, our taxes can be lightened. 

If there,are no extraordinary calls on the treasury, it is the 
opinion of the treasurer, and concurred in by the board of 
selectmen, that we can reduce the sum raised from last year 
one thousand five hundred dollars annually, and at the same 
time create a sinking fund that in five years will protect our 
bonds that mature in 1883, viz., $6,100. 

The five-year series of bonds that fall due in May 1878, and 
the accrued interest on all, amounting to the total of $2,300, are 
provided for by present taxation viz. : $1,700in bonds and $600 
interest. 

It has been auperatca that a large reduction might bet now 
proposed. 

The material addition to our proportion of the county tax 
(almost $300) would seem to preclude the idea of any such 
attempt at the present time. 

Unloading $1,500 of taxes yearly will be hailed with satis- 
faction, especially when we take into consideration the grow- 
ing stringency of the money market, the low prices of agri- 
cultural products, the small demand for labor and its reduced 
value. 

It seems not ‘only proper but just to say a word in commend- 
ation of our collector, Dea. Abbott, who has most faithfully 
-performed his duty, and has succeeded in realizing the face of 
his tax bill into a few hundred dollars, one of the largest in 
amount ever issued by the town. 

One year’s experience will test the propriety of ten 3 
still further the rates of taxation.

REPORT 


Superintending school Committee. 


FrL_itow Citizens or NorTHFIELD :— 

In compliance with the 
law I submit the following report of our common schools for 
the year last past. 

Most of the suggestions I have to submit are, dire@ly ants 
or plainly implied in remarks upon the different schools. 

While I cannot speak so highly as I would wish of our 
‘schools in general, I am happy to report no absolute failures. 
With two exceptions our schools are small, but this renders the 
selection of teachers none the less difficult. 

Prudential Committees would do well to consider that the 
moment they are qualified they are public officers. The money 
of the district is zo¢ placed in their hands for the furtherance 
of any frzvate ends or aims, whether they be sectarzan, social 
or political. 

Our teachers should be better qualified than a majority of 
those employed the last year. 

It is not sufficient that one can pass a FORMAL examina- 
tion of your committee. It is not sufficient that a pudlic 
instructor can work out (as it is vulgarly called) all the prob- 
lems of our arithmetics, and after a long trance of stupidity 
tell where they live upon the face of the earth, waddle through 
some simple grammatical sentence and completely flounder in 
reading some newspaper paragraph.

No teacher should have the presumption to apply for a school 
until he has a thorough knowledge of a// the branches required 
by law to be taught, and a prompt and ready method of ex- 
planation. se 

No teacher has a right to sit back in her Lazy alate over 
a dozen scholars and solace herself with the ¢v7vza/ expression 
that ‘* She is not £zred to furnish érazzs for her pupils.” God 
forbid such a one ever becoming a mother. 

No! The teacher is placed in the school-room fo work, 
not to sleep. The fewer the scholars and the less general in- 
terest in the district, the harder she must work, and if she is 
fit for a teacher at all, the harder she will work. 

Many of our teachers fazl, simply because they have no con-. 
ception of their duties and powers, and try to manage.a school 
according to the capricious fancy of every parent. They have 
no definite ideas of their own, and are consequently driven 
about by every idle breeze of criticism. 

High moral principles, thorough scholarship, Aen 
ability, and a-true love of the profession, are some of the qual- 
ifications we should like to see in our future teachers. 

Our school-rooms are destitute of maps, globes, charts, 
books of reference and appliances of any kind, save a few grea- 
sy black-boards. A little of the money heretofore illegally ex- 
pended to influence our annual elections would make our 
school-rooms models of the civilization of our age, * 

I would suggest the raising of a small sum by the town to 
supply these deficiencies. Perhaps some true friend might do 
well to embalm his memory in the hearts of the future genera- 
tions of our town by a donation for this purpose. 


District No. 1 (Centre). 


_ Summer term of 6 weeks, taught by Miss Belle W. Gile. 
We hope Miss G. did not rely upon her former reports, in- 


stead of the sleepless energy necessary to make this school a 
success. 

Miss Clara R. Thorp commenced the Fall term of 11 weeks 
_ with very manifest determination to succeed, and we have no 
doubt that so far as her physical ability would permit she car- 
ried out her intentions. The school appeared well. 

Whole number, 16. Reading and spelling, 16; penman- 
ship, 13; arithmetic, 13; geography, 5; grammar, I; com- 
position, 3. 


Distret No. 2 (Say Fill). i 


Summer term of 11 and Fall term of 13 weeks, taught by 
Miss Ora A. Adams. She is an ¢xdefatigable worker in the 
school-room. Rather too senstive, but energetic and hopeful. 
It was really a relief to go from the dull, sleepy, lazy atmos- 
phere of some of our school-rooms into this one,—so full of 
life; activity and earnestness. Teacher always upon the a/ert, 
scholars confident, prompt, accurate. 

Whole number, 13. Reading and spelling, 13; penman- 
ship, 10; arithmetic, 10; geography, 8; grammar, 4; com- 
position, 6; history, 8; not attending, 1. 


District No. 3 (fHodgdon). 


One term—Summer and Fall—14 weeks, Miss H. Josie 
Lang, teacher. Pleasant and tidy school-room (¢he best én 
- town), orderly scholars, a good teacher, a good school. ‘This 
was Miss Lang’s first school. She has been faithful over a 
few, and we have no doubt she may become a successful ruler 
of many. ;

District No. 4 (fazd). 


Summer term of 10 weeks, taught by Miss Mary J. Dalton. 
She is a young lady of excellent mind and heart, courteous, 
sympathetic and kind, but Zoo deficient in energy for the well 
training of such a school. ®

Fall term of 11 weeks, taught by Miss Sarah E. Maxfield. 
Difidence and bashfulness are not common characteristics of 
a country teacher, but in justice to her we must say we found 
both excessive in this teacher. Nevertheless, she is active and 
untiring in her eflorts, and in a diflerent school might have 
proved efficient. ‘This school needs for a teacher a rzfe 
schogar ; one of ability and experience, of force and tact, both 
to govern and instruct. | 


District No. 5 (Oak Fizi/). 


Summer term of 8 weeks, taught by Mr. John Pickard. 
Mr. P. entered upon his first school with a high appreciation 
of the importance of his chosen profession, and a laudable am- 
bition to excel. He was energetic and untiring in his efforts. 
While his vanity needs no encouragement, it is but just to con- 
gratulate him and the district upon his well-earned success. 
We wish there were more young men and women so suitably 
preparing themselves for this high calling. 

Fall term taught by Miss Mary J. Hannaford with good suc- 
cess, especially among the smaller scholars. 

Whole number, 33. Reading and spelling, 33; penman- 
ship, 13; arithmetic, 20; geography, 14; grammar, 9; com- 
position, 7. 

- Miss H. has commenced a third term, which is now in 
session. It appeared orderly and well started. 

I find not a ¢#zrd of the scholars of this district present, or 
enrolled upon the teacher’s register as attending. This fact 
alone: would seem to question the propriety of continuing a 
school in wezter and early spring, when not a THIRD of the 
scholars. caznct or do not receive the benefit of the public 
money. 

I may as well remark here that a school district, being a pub- 
lic corporation for certain express and zmpilied purposes, has 
plenary powers, and its agents wzust obey its behests when 
legally expressed. 

No prudential committee is obliged to expend the last cent 
of the district’s money when tt cannot be properly applied.

It is to be hoped that when the enlightenment of the rising 
generation (the wzarals and decency, the health and lives of our 
little ones) becomes as dear to some of the voters of this dis- 
trict as their hoarded dollars, they will be ready to repair or 
replace the thing that now stands in their midst, and disgraces 
the name of school-house. 


District No. 6 (Bean Fill).

Un- 
der this scholarly instructor the school reassumed its accus- 
tomed place in the highest rank of our schools. Miss Colby 
needs no encomium from this or any other committee.

BOARD OF EDUCATION 


For Union District. 


The schools in this distri¢t have been under the same instruct- 
ors the past year that they were at the time of our last report: 


ELLEN F. Goopwin, Grammar School, 
Lizziz A. CHASE, Primary School. 


It is needless to make comments upon the character of the 
teachers or the quality and rank of the schools, further than to 
simply refer to former reports. 

They have been, on the whole, quite as satisfactory to the 
Board this year as heretofore. 

For two reasons: first, lack of funds, second, alarm on the 
part of parents on account of the prevalence of diptheria, the 
schools were closed suddenly, without any final examination, 
and shortened three weeks as compared with previous years. 
We have on hand a supply of coal sufficient for another win- 
ter.
